KING GEORGE TO GO AT ONCE 
TO THE FRONT. 


The Greek Forces, Driven From Lar­ 
issa by the Turks, Will Rally at 
Pharalsa—Powers Likely To Inter­ 
vene To Stop the War This Week, 
It Is Said. 


Athens, April 25, 3 p. in.—The Greek 
government this morning wired to its 
representatives abroad as follows: “On 
Friday after 6 o’clock in the evening, 
yielding to the enemy’s great superior 
forces at Mati, our troops were obliged 
to fall back on Pharsala, abandoning 
Larissa, which is no longer tenable, 
owing to its position in the center of 
a plain. 
Our army is advancing to­ 
ward Pentepegidia.” 
Washington, April 26.—The Turkish 
legation here has received the follow­ 
ing dispatch from the minister of for­ 
eign affairs at Constantinople confirm­ 
atory of the press dispatches of the 
fall of Larissa: “Larissa has been oc­ 
cupied to-day by the cavalry of the Ot­ 
toman army. The Hellenic troops fled 
in disorder, abandoning a great quan­ 
tity of arms and ammunition.”

Following the Greek defeat at Larissa, 
London opinion is almost unanimous 
that the end is in sight, and tills view 
is probably shared by the powers, as 
they are already moving to intervene. 
It is believed that intervention will 
first take the form of a suggestion of 
armistice, to which the 
combatants 
would no doubt agree. Since Saturday 
afternoon the British foreign office has 
been in close communication with the 
other members of the European concert* 
Great Britain suggesting that the time 
has now arrived for them to act. The 
French, German and Italian govern­ 
ments have already responded, offering 
to agree, though the German govern­ 
ment adds as a condition that it will 
be necessary to exact a pledge from 
Greece to obey the mandate of Europe 
when this mandate is again given. 
The British foreign office believes 
that Greece will give this pledge, as the 
disasters which have overtaken her 
have demonstrated that Turkey still 
possesses a formidable fighting ma­ 
chine, a fact which must have a sober­ 
ing effect upon the popular demand for 
war at Athens and which will permit 
the Greek nation to climb down with­ 
out disgrace, after a superb vindication 
of the personal courage of the Greek 
troops and a gratifying demonstration 
of Hellenic patriotism. 
If the Greeks listen to reason and ar­ 
guments pressed at Athens and Russia 
at Constantinople, it is not improbable 
that a decision will be reached by Tues­ 
day, before which it is not supposed 
here that Edhem Pasha 
or 
Osman 
Pasha will have time to do more than 
to appear at Pharsala.

“King George means to go to the 
front and to make a decided stand at 
Pharsala, which was the line of de­ 
fense advised by Gen.

some members of his staff from the 
very beginning. The Greeks have de­ 
stroyed the railway from Larissa to 
Volo. 
It is reported that the Greeks 
have arrived in the vicinity of Janina.” 
The Athens correspondent of the 
Times says: 
“The news of the loss of Mati was 
received here during the small hours 
of Saturday morning. 
The premier 
and the minister of war were imme- 
diaelv summoned to the palace, where 
a council of the ministry sat until af­ 
ter daybreak. There was some differ­ 
ence of opinion, but it was finally de­ 
cided, in view of the exhaustion of the 
Greed; troops and numerical superiority 
of the Turks, to order a retreat to 
Pharsala. 
“This decision was a wise one, for 
the defenses of Larissa are not strong, 
and the open plain favors the opera­ 
tions of the Turkish cavalry. 
The 
Greek stand will be made at Pharsala, 
w’hich may once again 
become 
the 
scene <^f a memorable battle. 
“The battle of Mati lasted all Friday, 
the Greeks defending 
their 
position 
with great intrepidity. 
Prince Con­ 
stantine and Prince Nicholas were both 
continually under fire, and the latter 
greatly distinguished 
himself. 
The 
Turks strongly re-enforced, succeeded 
in breaking the Greek lines at 6 in the 
evening. The Turkish cavalry delivered 
repeated 
magnificent charges. 
The 
fighting continued into the night. 
“It is presumed that Reveni will be 
evacuated forthwith and 
the 
w’hole 
frontier line abandoned. 
Gloom and 
despondency sit on every countenance. 
The only gleam of consolation is the 
report that Pantepigadia is outflanked 
and the way open to Janina. 
This, 
however, needs official confirmation. 
“The 
government 
considers the 
troops already in 
Thessaly 
suffi­ 
cient to maintain the position at Phar­ 
sala, while it is regarded as highly im­ 
portant to support Col. Manos in his 
march on Janina. 
“A French cruiser has left Phalerum 
for Volo, where there is a panic at the 
approach of the Turks.”

Post’s Athens 
correspondent 
says: 
“A terrible panic took place Friday 
night during the retreat, which became 
a miserable rout, the Turkish cavalry 
using rifles, bayonets and revolvers in­ 
discriminately. The correspondents of 
the London Times and of the Reutei 
Telegram Company were nearly killed. 
Mr. Williams, who represents the Daily 
Chronicle, remained at Tyrnavos. Oth­ 
er correspondents lost their sketches 
and their baggage.”

London, April 26.—Friday was holy 
day for all worshipers of Mohammed. 
The Turkish hosts who confronted the 
Greek army in Thessaly and Bpirus in­ 
voked aid from Allah and the prophet 
and flung themselves with restless fury 
against the enemy all along the line. 
Nothing human could withstand the 
mad, demonlike assaults which the sul­ 
tan’s trooops made, not once or twice, 
but half a score of times, upon every 
position held by their Christian foes. 
They attacked again 
and again the 
strong fort which the Greeks captured 
early in the wreek, until the crescent 
finally supplanted the cross above the 
fort. 
At other points of the frontier 
the bloody work went on, almost al­ 
ways, alas! 
to the undoing of King 
George’s soldiers. There was method 
as well as fury and in it all cold, 
shrewed, masterful military genius. This 
also was chiefly on the side of the 
Turks. 


The River Breaks Over the Levee with 
Resistless Force, Deluging the Low 
Lands - Distress at Beatrice, Neb. 
— Louisiana Planters 
Dissatisfied 
with Relief Work. 


Ottumwa, Iowa, April 26.—This city 
is flood-bound and in distress. 
The 
water is higher than it was in 1892. 
One hundred families are homeless. 
The river broke over the levees and 
flooded the bottoms. The current car­ 
ried several houses down stream. In 
some places the water is above the first 
story of the houses. 
On the Burlington main line the track 
is impassable. Other tracks are being 
held by hundreds of men. The situa­ 
tion is critical. No attempt is being 
made to run trains. The river is still 
rising slowly. 
Des Moines, Iowa, April 26.—The Chi­ 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific, Iowa di­ 
vision, suffered at Walnut creek, west 
of Des Moines, where the road has a 
double track and two bridges. 
One 
bridge is in the creek and the abutment 
of the other is undermined. A serious 
accident, which might have been ac­ 
companied by heavy loss of life, was 
narrowly averted at this point.

PASS THE SLEEPING CAR BILL 


Senator W hitehead Pushes th e 
M easure 
A long at Last M inute. 
After the railw ay lobby left Madison 
for home Saturday, a message from 
the assembly brought to the senate Mr. 
Davidson’s bill to provide for the taxa­ 
tion of sleeping oar companies, and 
Mr. Davidson followed it into the 
chamber. 
He had chased the bill oat 
of an assembly committee, and it was 
passed nuder iu g pen aion of the rules 
in the house, although the committee 
had reported it w ithout recom m enlo­ 
tion. 
Mr. W hitehead took up the 
cause in 
the senate. 
He said the 
bill 
came 
late, 
but 
it 
had 
been a long time pending and was 
along the line of increased taxation of 
sim ilar corporations which the legisla­ 
ture had provided for this year. 
He 
told how the St. Paul company, which 
owned its own sleeping cars, paid 
taxes am ounting to 93,300 yearly upon 
their earnings, a n i how the Wagner 
and Pullm an companies paid only 
about 9450 each to the state. 
He of* 
feted an am endment to strengthen the 
bill which nearly killed it owing to 
the fact th at it compelled new action by 
the assembly. Mr. W hitehead fellowed 
bis argum ent with a motion to suspend 
rales and pass the bill b at Mr. Mc 
Mullen objected. 
The rales 
were 
suspended with only Mr. McMullen 
voting no, several senators m aintain­ 
ing a discreet silence. 
On the ques­ 
tion of concurrence in the 
bill, the 
roll call w ent through and Messrs. 
Austin, Mills and 
Solliday refrained 
from voting. 
The chair ordered the 
names of the senators who were pres­ 
ent and not voting, called again, and 
the result was 12 to 12, a tie. 
Presi­ 
dent Baensch voted aye, and the bill 
was ooncnrred in.

S P A IN ’S YOUN G KING. 


The Youthful Monarch Delights In Strict 
Military Discipline. 
The education of Alphonso XIII, has 
a strong military character, like that of 
his father and his ancestors. 
It hap­ 
pily gives entire satisfaction to his own 
inclinations, says the London Specta­ 
tor. 
He is exceedingly fond of the 
army and of everything connected with 
soldiering. 
He takes a keen interest 
in the parades, the barracks and the 
drills. 
He is simply delighted when­ 
ever his mother takes him to see the 
cantonments near Madrid and calls 
him to the balcony of the palace to 
watch the march pass of the battalions 
departing for Cuba. When the sentries 
/recent arms or the guards turn out 
«s he passes he acknowledges their at- 
eations with the most correct military 
salute. One of his earliest and pleas- 
ntest recollections is the first Twelfth 
Day levee, exclusively am ended by the 
enerals and officers, that he was per­ 
mitted to witness in the pala c. Since 
that occasion he has always been pres­ 
ent on Jan. 6. 
Last year, for the first 
line, he wore the uniform of a cadet of 
the general military academy of To­ 
ledo, the Castilian Sandhurst. 
He ap­ 
peared in the same uniform at the 
levees held by the queen regent on his 
saint’s day, San Ildefonzo, Jan. 23, and 
on his birthday, May 17. 
These are 
the only state ceremonies, with the 
opening of the parliament, in which 
the young king has yet taken part, 
standing or 
sitting gravely on his 
mother’s right hand. 
He has not yet 
been present at any evening reception 
or banquets or theatrical performances 
of any kind, or attended a bull-fight. 
Much care is taken with his physical 
training. 
He has every day half an 
hour or more of gymnastics and spends 
about the same time in the riding- 
school of the palace. 
He likes horses 
and riding. Nothing pleases him more 
than when the queen takes him for a 
long ride outside Madrid in some of 
the royal parks. Before he was allowed 
to have horses he used to ride donkeys. 
He is very fond of driving a pair of 
ponies that are kept for his special 
service.

The Clergyman \t ho Married President 
Hayes Is Still Living. 
Near the close of December, 1852, 
Rutherford B. Hayes was 
united 
in 
marriage to Lucy Webb, says the To­ 
ledo Blade. Lucy Webb exerted a won­ 
derful influence over him. She was a 
refined, religious, fun-loving girl. She 
was born in Chillicothe and her father 
was a physician who died at Lexing­ 
ton, Ky., in 1833. 
The widow, her two 
sons and daughter came to Delaware 
because of the educational advantages 
the town afforded. Here Lucy was in­ 
structed preparatory to entering the 
Wesleyan female college at Cincinnati. 
A few evenings ago the writer spent a 
most pleasant hour with the venerable 
Dr. L. D. McCabe, vice president of the 
Ohio Wesleyan university. Dr. McCabe 
is an uncle of Bishop McCabe, better 
known as Chaplain McCabe. 
For half 
a century Dr. McCabe has been con­ 
nected with the university work 
in 
Delaware. 
Eighty years has he lived 
and the world is better for it. 
Now 
he is old and feeble and the shadows 
are stretching far toward the east. Sit­ 
ting in his comfortable home, with a 
picture of Lucy Webb Hayes hanging 
on the wall over his chair, he spoke in 
most glowing terms of her womanly 
worth. Dr. McCabe performed the m ar­ 
riage ceremony which made Rutherford 
Hayes and Lucy Webb man and wife, 
and he also attended their silver wed­ 
ding, which event took place at the 
white house in December, 1877. 
It Is 
also worthy of note that Dr. McCabe 
journeyed across the state to perform 
the marriage ceremony for Senator- 
elect Joseph B. Foraker and wife. 
“Lucy Webb was one of the most 
beautiful characters I have ever been 
permitted to know',” said Dr. McCabe.
